IMPORTANT FROM MEXICO. 
Tho New Orleans Bulletin, of the 5th 
of April, contains the following interest- 
ing letters from the city of Mexico. — 
This much distracted country is doubt* 
less on the verge of another revolution. 

.Mexico, March 8, 1837. 
My Dear Sir,— Knowing your anxie 
ly fur any thing in the shape of news 
from this capital, I again wait on you 
with the principal events since my last' 
respects. By the Inst arrival of the En- 
glish packet the French Minister recoiv 
cd instructions from his Government, loj 
I'lcmand immediate restitution from this 
GovoriimenI, of the amount taken freiiij 
[the French citizens, under the decree ofi 
jlhi! Furce Loan, and an ndjusliuenl ofj 
all other matters in contiovcrsy, he hasj 
not yet receive*! his answer from this: 
Government. I 

'I'l.e English Ministers, I am informed, 
received similar instructi'ins. On the[ 
night ofthe 4lh insl. the message ofthe 
President of the Unilcil Stales, was re-j 
ceived by this Government by express 
from Yura Cruz via New Orleans. It 
produced a greater sensation in this cap-] 
ital, than any circumstance for a long; 
time. Congress was convened the next; 
day in Secret Session. As far as 1 canj 
learn, their action was any thing but: 
lavoralilc to an amicable adjustment of;
